Some boast stalls 
and others keep their wares in large 
wooden cabinets. But most go into 
business simply by .spreading a piece 
of cloth on the ground and display­ 
ing a few articles. 
They'll .sell you almost anything— 
if you're not careful. Toys, trinkets, 
cigarettes, food, cloth, toilet articles, 
shoes, clocks and countless other 
items are for sale But prices are no 
cheaper than those of established 
shops. The “street wallah" will tell 
you he has to pay higher wholesale 
prices than do legitimate shops. 
The street wallah is an institution 
in India, but New Delhi and old 
Delhi have more than their share 
of such entrepreneurs They are quick 


to tell you stories of oast m itering. * 
and m any of the stones are true. 
The presence of their would-be shops 
is an indication of the resourceful­ 
ness and courage of people who lost 
everyfh.ng in the partition of India 
and the rioting which accompanied 
it.

Coded messages sent by radio or 
< hie are easily Intercepted by in- 
1 rested governments, I t they can get 
f ^session of the same messages de- 
t led. they can go a long way toward 
I Raking an entire code system. 
One or even several 
messages 
t) ight not do It A great many must 
ti ually be obtained and over a long 
p Tiod of time. Fur codes are fre­ 
quently alternated — hourly, dally, 
monthly or yearly. 
But any decoded message might 
fill in the final gap in a code- 
breaking Job which might have been 
going on for years. 
I V Code Machines 
Breaking American codes would 
have been much easier before the 
war than now Early in the war the 
State Department and armed serv­ 
ices began to make a widespread use 
of code machines. With these a great 
many more code systems can be em­ 
ployed. and they can be changed 
more frequently. 
Code making and code breaking 
is an age-old war between crypto­ 
graphers and cryptoanalysts. The 
former devise the codes, and the 
latter try to break them. 
American cryptoanalysts achieved 
a gigantic victory when they broke 
the Japanese and German codes be­ 
fore the last war. What they had 
done was revealed In the Congres­ 
sional Pearl Harbor investigation 
of 1943. 
After years of arduous effort they 
devised a machine which decoded 
messages that might have lost the 


war for the Japanese Next to the 
atopite bomb project It was perhaps 
the most secret operation oi the war. 
With the machine our government 
learned of Japanese preparations for 
the attack on Pearl Harbor and facts 
about Jap naval activities which led 
to our victories in the Coral Sea and 
Midway. It directed U S subs in 
attacks on Jap convoys. It revealed 
the messages from the Japanese 
Ambassador in Berlin, sometimes 
tilling what Hitler had said of his 
war plans. 
The Japanese dldn t e.iange their 
code all during the war. It would j 
have been difficult for them to do 
so because of the complexity of their 
language. 
Whatever might have been learned 
of the American codes through the 
Chambers documents would have 
benefitted a foreign power only for 
a limited time, since even then we 
changed our code systems at in- j 
tervate. 
Infinite precautions, moreover, are 
taken to keep coded messages secret.1 
A first principle is never to let a 
copy of the code message be attached 
to or identified with the same mes­ 
sage decoded For highly secret mea- 1 
sages, the code is as complex as pas­ 
sible, requiring the solution of a 
whole series of ciphers or codes be­ 
fore the message can be read in 
the clear. 
Personnel in code rooms are the 
most carefully screened of any. And 
a great effort is made to keep the 
personnel turnover as low as possible 
The staff is well paid and well cared 
for. 
A large number of systems are 
employed Some are simple, when the 
intention is only to temporarily pre­ 
vent the general public from learn­ 
ing th! content of a message. Some 
of the most Important are one-time 
codes, understood by only a few per­ 
sons and never used but once. 
Practically any code can be broken, 
say the experts, if you have enough 
time and a large enough staff. But 
it isn’t practicable when codes are 
being changed frequently. Also there 
are only a limited number of experts 
who can be put to work on any one 
problem. 
Some cryptographic writings, like 
those of Roger Bacon, thirteenth 
century’ philosopher, have never been 
deciphered. 
The experts distinguished between 


code and ciper waiting. Cods wilt­ 
ing. strictly speaking, is based on 
handbooks containing words or letter 
groupings which have hidden mean­ 
ings. Ciphers are devices by which 
meanings are expressed in a plain 
text or a maininglexs jumble of let­ 
ters or figures. 
Tile machines

which scores have been patented— 
are based on both systems. Like cal­ 
c u la te machines, they do the Job 
quicker and more accurately than 
people could do with pencil and 
paper. 
The Navy makes wide use of code 
books—bound in lead so that they 
can be thrown overboard In case a 
ship Is captured or sunk Armies in 
the field prefer ciphers, since the key 
is in the operator’s mind and cannot 
fall into the enemy’s hands. Higher 
headquarters, 
however, 
use 
code 
books or machines. 
Code messages are alsd widely 
used in finance and trade, primarily 
because code words save space and 
money in wire and radio transmis­ 
sion. Most of them are based on code 
books in general circulation. Some 
companies, however, have crypto­ 
graphers devise special codes for 
them. They pay as much as $100,000 
for one code system.

No one with a sweet tooth need 
worry. In 1948 our diet had a little 
more carbohydrate than it did two 
years ago because we got plenty of 
sugar . . . and supplies ahead are 
ample.

Playtim e is growing time. 
So say?, Dr. Helen C, De we. pro­ 
fessor (»f home economics and di­ 
rector of the nursery school at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
W riting in the National P arent- 
Teacher, Dr. Da we points out that 
play is the ladder up which th^ child 
climbs to successful and satisfying 
adult life. It is the duty of parents 
to make sure the ladder is sound — to 
help junior choose play patterns 
that m ean advancem ent, play m a­ 
terial'', thnt are truly creative, and 
play attitudes th a t make for friend­ 
liness. fairness and understanding. 
“Play is actually necessary for 
a child if he is to grow wholesomely, 
not only in stature biri in skills, Sn 
understanding, 
in 
ability 
to 
get 
along with other people and with 
himself,” she says. 
Hungry and Tired 
For example, not-quite-4wo-ntid- 
a-half Ricky is out in his bark 
yard. Cautiously, step by step, ive 
climbs up a wide board propped 
against 
a 
low 
packing 
box. 
He 
reaches the box and with a squeal of 
delight jum ps to the ground. Twen­ 
ty-three times, by actual count, he 


repeats 
his 
performance. 
Repeti- 
1 iou* ? Simple? Yes. But he will be 
hungry for his lunch and ready fpr 
his nap. His family has wisely pro­ 
d d ed him with a simple toy suited 
to his needs. They have given him 
other equipment, too a wagon, a 
swing, a ladder, and some big blocks 
th a t encourages him to practice 
using his whole body. “Ricky will 
learn m any motor skills: he will be 
sure-footed and erect; he will move 
vith precision and ease,” Dr. Dawe 
says.

Heavenly Host over ‘he plains of 
B eth leh em (Luke 11.13-14) but the 
pearliest. manuscript of a carol is 
found In the British Museum in 
London executed In the thirteenth 
century. 
The carol Ls perhaps the earliest 
form of the song and dan e known 
to man, the derivation of the word 
itself being somewhat uncertain. 
The more accepted derivatives are 
cantare, the 
Latin 
word 
for "to 
Jig." and rola which is a joyous 
interaction. 
Some 
musicologist*, 
>* however, find a different interpre­ 
tation and contend that the word 
stems from 
the early 
word for 
chorus. Even more intriguing is the 
belief by som e students th at there 
is a relationship between the druidl- 
eal rites at Stonehenge in England, 
that mystic ring of monoliths. Carol 
is seen to be a vulgarization of 
Koroll, a circle, which came to mean 
a ring dance, Early records con­ 
tain referen ce to Stonehenge as the

away with carols, holding that they 
had no religious significance and 
the 
Scottish people 
at an

earlier date had tried to suppress 
the lighter carols considering them 
‘ popish" and “pernicious."

The custom of singing carols from 
door to door is almost as old as the 
carols themselves. The first form 
wa?; that of the Watch maintained 
in 
nearly 
all 
English 
mediaeval 
cities. The men of the watch would 
sing carols accompanied by a flage­ 
olet and they would collect pence 
from the gentry. In the West, Rid­ 
ing 
of 
Yorkshire 
today children 
parade from house to house with 
"m illy” boxes 
(milady 
boxes) 
in 
which there is a crib and a recum­ 
bent babe and into which the money 
offered them is placed. 
Rated among the most 
famous 
Christmas carols is “Whip* Shep­ 
herds Watch Their Florks by Night” 
written by Nahum Tate in 1703. 
Charles Wesley in the eighteenth 
century wrote "Hark, How All the 
Welkin Rings," later paraphrased to 
"Hark, the Herald 
Angel* 
Sing." 
"Good King Wenceaias* which de­ 
notes the Christmas charity of the 
Bohemian monarch, also ranks high.

H ie AFL has 
indicated it might 
The Picture Now 
B rl' fly, this I* the picture now: 
Th*re was nothing in the 
old 
W agner Us bor Act, passed in 1935 
and liked by labor, which would 
prevent a strike. In fact, for 15 
years until 1947 a federal law pre­ 
cented interference with a strike by 
such mean* as an injunction, or flat 
eouit order, against striking. 
T hen the Republican Congress last 
year replaced the W agner Act with 
the Taft-H artley Act. And under 
th a t a r' a big strike which m ight 
cause a national emergency could be 
prevented by injunction for about 
90 days After such a delay, though. 
a union was free to strike. 
Hated Injunctions 
B ut the injunction is one of the 
thing* which organised labor has 
hated most of all through Am erican 


history. Labor feels it should be 
free to strike when it leant* to. 
Now the new Democratic Congress, 
to carry out its cam paign promise 
to labor, probably Will abolish the 
Taft-H artley Act. And probably, it 
will restore the old W agner Act, 
But- will the W agner Act be re­ 
stored just a* It was? Or will some 
few things—Uke glowing, up or pre­ 
venting a strike -be inserted? 
W ants No Replacem ent 
The three big labor group* in the 
past week, in one way or another, 
have come ©ut for killing the Taft- 
Hartley law. They’ve said they w ant­ 
ed that ever since it was passed 
more than a year ago. 
John L. Lewis, head of the coal 
miners, and Philip M urray, head of 
the CIO, had a few things to sav 
in interviews published by the U. S. 
H er 
and World Report, a weekly 
news magazine. 
Lewis said he not only wants the

PART OF COLD 
WAR IN BERLIN 


Berlin OfV-The Christmas tree is 
likely to be ammunition in Russia * 
cold war with the west in this block­ 
aded city. The people are crazy 
about Christmas trees. 
Tile Russians can bring them in 
from their surrounding occupation 
zone The only way the western pow­ 
ers can bring them in over the Sov­ 
iet blockade to western Berlin is via 
the airlift. But the airlift is crowded 
to capacity with more important 
things Thus for many western Ber­ 
lin families this may be a mistletoe 
instead of a Christmas tree Christ­ 
mas A fir branch hauled in from 
a suburban forest may decorate the 
mantel and substitute for a tree Or 
a little artificial tree may be erected 
in the home. 
In previous years of the occu­ 
pation the four powers cooperated to 
bring in Christmas trees to this bat­ 
tered city in quantity to provide one 
for every family with children. They 
came from the Russian occupation 
zone and the British zone in West­ 
ern Oermany. They were brought in 
by railroad and trucks from tile 
west Now these avenues are closed. 
However, the routes from the Rus­ 
sian zone are open Over them will 
come, according to announcements 
in the Soviet-cont rolled press, some 
350.000 trees. 
Trees In Red Zone 
These are scheduled for distribu­ 
tion to the million inhabitants of 


I the Russian .sector of the city. But 
wise western Berliners figure there 
will be an overflow’ that will come 
into western Germany—especially if 
western currency is offered for them 
in she black market. Although I he 
Russians 
have 
declared 
western 
marks illegal, even the Germans of 
the Soviet sector want to get their 
hands on the coveted money ai pre­ 
mium rates. 
Western authorities also expect 
that the Russians will offer Christ­ 
mas trees to western Berlin non­ 
communists as bait to come into the 
JBO Viet sector of the citv to register 
for rations 
Previous attempts to 
win over the people of the U. S., 
British and French sectors of the 
city were made with food and fuel 
rations, but with only scant success 
It 
is expected, however, 
there 
won't be nearly enough trees to go 
round 
So the U, S 
Army's German 
Youth Administration is planning 
community Christmas parties for 
70.000 
German 
children 
in 
the 
American sector of the city, About 
$17,000 and large contributions of 
sweets and other articles are being 


i collected for this purpose from the 
American population. 
In addition, the airlift is expected 
to bring in enough trees for church 
and community celebrations in the 
blockaded two-thirds of the city.

W ashington (flu—After every elec­ 
tion in this country come screams 
about the small number of people 
who voted. 
But what** the answer? 
I Should people be prodded Into 
voting bv fining them for not voting^ 
That would get more people to 
the polls It works in Australia and 
New Zealand, where there are fines 
for the stay-at-homes. 
2. Should the people be given some 
kind of reward or inducement to get 
them to vote, like a tax reduction? 
That, too, probably would get a lot 
more people to the polls. 
3. Or should voting or not voting 
be left up to the people themselves? 
But suppose the democracy collapses 
sometimes 
because 
not 
enough 
voted? 
* 
Klein Has n a n 
In that ease, democracy would 
have to be marked off as a failure 
which collapsed by itself. But Is that 
too much of a chance to take? 
These are old questions. But now 
they've been given a shot in the arm 
by Rep. Klein. New York Democrat. 
He’s Just announced he ll introduce 
in the new congress a bill to give a 


tax reduction to people who vote. 
He doesn’t seem to have high hopes 
that his bill will become law. But he 
hopes It will start talk which may 
result in action or an answer. 
Just A starting Point 
His Idea is this: Give everyone who 
votes a certificate that can be used 
in getting a deduction from the in­ 
come tax. 
How much deduction? About $30 
from a person’s gross income before 
he starts figuring his tax. The actual 


tax saving would be small. There 
wouldn't be any benefit to the voters 
whose Income Is too small to Im* 
taxed. 
But, anyway, Klein wants his idea 
to be a starting point and lf some 
better way of getting people to the 
polls can be worked out, hell be 
satisfied. 
This month about 48.000,000 out of 
94.000.000 Americans of voting age 
went to the polls. T hat’s just a little 
better than 50 per cent. 


Fined In Australia 


In Australia a person is fined about 
$10 if he falls to register when h**'s 
supposed to. But lf he registers and 
doesn’t vote, he's also fined. 
Between 90 and 95 per cent of 
the people of voting age in Australia 
now vote. Before the fines were im­ 


posed, only about 65 per cent a 
higher percentage than in this coun­ 
try -took the trouble to vote. 
In New Zealand there’s a fine for 
not registering although theres no 
fine for not voting The number of 
people who register is near IOO per 
cent and the number of those who 
vote is about 90 per cent. 


CZECHS GET MORE RADIOS 
Prague (A*)- The number of radio 
sets In Czechoslovakia has doubled 
in a year, and about 20,000 sets a 
month are going into homes In this 
country. A recently Issued report 
said that there are 2,042,000 sets In 
the country, which has 12,000,000 
inhabitants.
